2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. § 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 



(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language, 



(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

3. Claims 1-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Taylor et al. (Taylor) patent no. 6,654,830. 

4. As to claim 1, Taylor teaches the invention as claimed, including a system for 
mapping addresses of SCSI devices (col. 8 lines 1 1-45), comprising: 

a plurality of storage area networks (figure 17, col. 25 lines 11-42) on which is 
located at least one device (figure 17, storage device 1330-1339) and/or at least one 
host (figure 17, client server 1310-1318); 

a storage area network extender that connects said at least two storage area 
networks over a packet-based network (figure 17, communication channel 1350-1351 



or 
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using fiber channel, Gigabit Ethernet, or ATM, col. 6 lines 38-60, col. 25 lines 11-42), 
wherein at least one host on any storage are network is operable to access at least one 
device located on any storage area network of said plurality of storage area networks 
(col. 25 lines 11-42). 

5. As to claims 2-3 Taylor teaches said storage area network extender seamlessly 
interconnects said at least two storage area networks that are geographically distinct 
(col. 6 lines 38-60; figure 17). 

6. As to claims 4, Taylor teaches said storage area network extender comprise a 
plurality of nodes (figure 17, storage servers 1300-1302). 

7. As to claim 5, Taylor teaches device addresses are mapped to an intermediary 
device identifier, which in turn is mapped into an address accessible by said host (col. 
29 line 33 - col. 30 line 27). 

8. As to claim 6, Taylor teaches said nodes comprise a Fiber channel-to SCSI 
router (col. 9 lines 36-44). 

9. As to claim 7, Taylor teaches a node identifier, and a generic device identifier 
(col. 19 lines 25-49). 
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10. As to claim 8, Taylor teaches each of said node is operable to inform said 
plurality of nodes of said at least one device located on said storage area network to 
which said node is interface (col. 18 line 41 - col. 19 line 19). 

11. As to claim 9, Taylor teaches storage area networks communicate via an 
encapsulation protocol (col. 6 lines 38-60). 

12. Claims 10-51 have similar limitations as claims 1-9; therefore, they are rejected 
under the same rationale.
